CROP ESTIMATE 
FOR ALL ALTA. 


Canadian Credit Men's Associa- 
tion Gives An Interesting Sur- 
vey of Conditions, 


One-third of a crop is something like 
the estimate of the Canadian Credit 
Men's association makes of the prov- 
ince, in a report just received by The 
Bulletin. The amount of acreage is 
greater than laet year, “but there are 
very large areas from which there will 
be practically no return. Another au- 
thority estimates one-third yield for 
the province after the incréased acre 
age is included,” 

The crop report, which is probably 
the most extensive and carefully pre- 
pared yet published, concludes with 
the following summary: 

Summing up the entire. province 
districts north of Ponoka suffered ex 
treme frost damage on July 28rd. and 


yield is going to be from all reports, 
perhaps not more than 25 per cent. of 
a@verage, except some districts that 
have escaped. The district from 


Ponoka south to Calgary, along the C. 
P. R., is going to have fair returns. 
But east of that district the crop out-| 


look becomes gradually worse, until 
the Saskatchewan line is reached, 
From Calgary south, conditions are 


varied, some districts are going to have 
a very fair crop, while other districts 
only a few miles away will have very 
little. Land that would stand drought, 
and that is well cultivated in many 
cases will give fair yields, Going still! 
farther south, and east, the return is 
going to be very, very light.

Since the opening of the Waterways 
railway to Lac la Biche the country 
along the line for that distance has) 
became very well known, But owing} 
to the railway not having been open-| 
ed for regular traffic the country along} 
the route beyond Lac la Biche ts not 
as well known, The distance from Kd- 
monton to Lac la Biche is 180 miles.) 

A traveller who recently made the 
177 miles} 


beyond Lac lea Biche, haa given The | 
Bulletin his views regarding the coun | 
try. | 

From “Lac la Biche to near Philo- | 
mena siding, about 35 miles, the sur 
face is rolling and chiefly poplar-cov- 
ered, with grassy openings and hay 
meadows, 
to Lac la Biche from Meart “lake, 
drains and gives character to this sec- 
tion of the country. The railway 
crosses the Ow! river about 16 miles 
north of Lac Ja Biche. Heart lake is 
about six miles east of Pillachrie sid- 
ing. There is an Indian reserve at 
the lake, and the land is said to be 
good. 

Between Philomena siding and the 
crossing of the Chustma river is the 
height of land, between the waters 
flowing into Lac la Biche towards the 
south and into the Clearwater towards | 
the north. The surface is chiefly of, 
muskeg character with occasional) 
sandy ridges. 

From the crossing of the Christina; 


at Conklin siding, the railway fol-| 
lows the valley of the stream for 
twenty to twenty-five miles. There is 


a rank growth of vegetation and some 
grassy openings along the banks of 
the valley. There is a great deal of 
willow and poplar, 

The railway leaves the valley of the) 
Christina, near Chaplin siding, From 
Pickford siding, at mile 218, the 
Christina river is from eix to twelve) 
miles east of the track.

M’CULLOUGH IS 
BLOW TO MANY 


Well Known Edmonton Officer 
One of Most Popular of City's 
Men in Khaki. 


“One of the best-hearted fellows 
going,’ remarked a prominent citizen 
on Tuesday, when referring to 
late Captain David MeCullough, who 
was killed in action in France on Au-

| A Useless Expense 
The cost of living department 
continues to get out monthly | re- 
ports showing the rise in prices; 
also showing that the department 
since the disappearance 
O’Connor is not at all concerned 
about the reason for the advance 
or means to retard it. The depart- 
ment as it is being operated is sim- 
ply a compiler and publisher of 
aggravatingly interesting but 
practically useless information. It 
is a needless expense to the coun- 
try, itself an indirect addition to 
the cost of living, and might bet- 
ter be abolished than kept going 
as at present. 


‘Heads We Win,’’ Etc. 

An Ottawa despatch says that 
to conserve sugar an order has 
been issued by the food board to 
the effect that manufacturers ~ of 
canned fruits must not use more 
than twenty-five pounds of sugar 


to one hundred pounds of fruit. | 


That will result in a saving of su- 


gar, no doubt; but who gets the} 


benefit? There is nothing in the 
despatch to suggest that the can- 
ners are required to reduce prices 
in accord with the reduced cost of 
putting up the fruit. To suppose 
that they will do so unless com- 
pelled would be to suppose that 
the canners’ combine had forgot- 
ten its history and lost its reason- 
ing facilities. The publie will pay 
the same and the canners will poe- 
ket the saving, is the financial 
come-to of the order. 


Regulation In Order. 

The proposal for Government 
regulation of prices in war time 
is not open to objections which 


may properly be raised against of- | 


ficial interference with the course 
of trade under normal conditions. 
In peace times the Goverment is a 
bystander so far as trade is con- 
cerned; if it does nothing to regu- 
late prices it does not directly 
boost them by heavy buying. In 
war time the Government comes 
into the market as the heaviest 
purchaser of food, clothing and 
any other necessities. The effect 
is to shorten the supply and stim- 
nlate the prices, and frequently 
this effect is exaggerated by pro- 
fiteers who make the government's 
purchases an excuse for boosts 
which are not necessary or war- 
ranted. The demand for regula- 
tion in war time is therefore a de- 


# mand that the Government should 


y 


intervene to save the public from 
preventable effects of its own ae- 
tion, and from exploitation carried 
on under pretense that govern- 
ment buying has shortened the 
supply more seriously than it 
really has. The business of goy- 


ernment being to protect the pub- | 


lic, its protective power should 
surely be extended to prevent its 
citizens being robbed under excuse 
of its own acts, 


Trying to Retrieve the Mistake. 

A London dispatch reports that 
the ‘‘government of Northern Rus 
sia’’ has been formed, and its plat- 
form published. It is significant 
that the first plank in this plat- 
form is ‘‘The recreation of Russian 
demoecratie power,’’ That is strik- 
ing. The Russian revolution was 
started, supposedly,for the purpose 
of establishing democratic govern- 
ment, Little more than a year has 
elapsed, yet here is a movement 
whose object is the ‘‘recreation’’ 
of democratic power in Russia. 

It seems to have been the hope 
of the makers. of the revolution

that if they up-set the existing we 


der of things democracy would au- 
tomatically emerge from chaos and 
populat government establish it- 
self in the placa of the overthrown 
autocracy. How badly they caleu- 
lated is clear. The Russian people, 
through their action, 
changed one Czar for a group of 
ezars, less responsible, and = more 
bloody and tyrannous, than Nicho- 
las dared to be. And in the bargain 
they have lost their country unless 
the Allies rescue it from the Hun. 

‘*Government of the people by 
the people is only possible under a 
condition of organized society, and 
it is more cheaply and safely at- 
tained by the means of peaceful 
evolution than by those of bloody 
revolution. To dissolve existing au- 
thority without being able to at 
once substitute some other author- 
ity competent to carry on the 
functions of government is to 
create anarchy, and to put the 
publie at the mercy of whatever 
faction may be able to beat down 
its rivals and elevate itself to the 
seat. of power. The Russian revolu- 
| tion, however, good the intentions 
of its authors, was a calamitous 
mistake. Under the Czar the con- 
dition of the Russian people would 
be infinitely better than it is, Rus- 
sia would still be a country, the 
ruinous war would be nearer its 
end; and the opportunity to evolve 
a system of democratic govern- 
ment, with the sympathetic co- 
operation of the Allies, would be 
quite as good as it now is.
